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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie AF amendments filed 95 February 2009 to tlie claims still introduce 112 first paragraph problems. The 
original specification does not describe support for "the data is recorded successively and is intermittently read " on and from a recording 
medium "when transfer rate of the encoding means is lower than a transfer rate of the data recorded on the recording medium "as being 
recited in the independent claims . It is noted that the specification page 14, line 24 to page 15, line 6 teaches that the data is 
successively stored (written) in a memory 17 (not recording medium, disc) and is intermittently read from the memory , not recording 
medium, to prevent underflow and overflow of the memory. 
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
